The Pa.sadena Uni f i e d 
School District, Sierra Madre 
Police Department, Altadena 
Sheriff’s Department and 
Pasadena Police Department 
will be involved in a joint 
venture to check truancy in 
the public schools. 

On predetermined days, all 
three law enforcement agen¬ 
cies will conduct a sweep of 
their areas to pick up stu¬ 
dents found on the streets 
during school hours.

The agencies will be as¬ 
sisted by school district per¬ 
sonnel who will be assigned 
to the Sheriff’s Station and 
the Pasadena Police Depart¬ 
ment in notifying the parents 
and/or guardians. 

The plan is as follows: 

When a truant is brought 
into the police department or 
sheriff’s office, the school 
district representative will 
contact the school attend¬ 
ance department for the 
business and/or home phone 
of his or her parents cr 
guardian. The parent will be 
contacted as soon as possible 
and requested to pick up the 
truant student. If it is im¬ 
possible to reach the parent 
or guardian at home or of¬ 
fice, the truant will be de¬ 
tained by the police or 
sheriff until school is over 
for the day. If the parent 
still cannot be reached, the 
student will bo taken to ills 
or her home and released to 
his or her parent or guard¬ 
ian by the school representa¬ 
tive. 

The school district repre¬ 
sentative will remain at the 
law enforcement agencies 
until the end of the school 
day and/or the students have 
been released to their par¬ 
ents by the school represent¬ 
atives.

New Fictitious 
Name Filing Law 
Causes Confusion 

A now requirement that 
business owners refile their 
fictitious business name 
statements every five years 
with their local county clerk 
has resulted in hundreds of 
improper filings in Los An¬ 
geles County, and has forced 
the Los Angeles Coun t y 
Clerk to establish procedure 
to return these impro-per 
filings to businesses through¬ 
out Los Angeles County. 

The new five year refiling 
requirement became effec¬ 
tive in 1976. All businesses 
which filed a fictiti 1 o u s 
name statement in 1971 must 
refile this year and every 
five years thereafter. The re¬ 
filing fee is $10, and busi¬ 
nesses may accomplish the 
necessary refiling by mailing 
their $10 check together with 
the proper set of forms di-

April 11 Target Date 


RTD Starts New Schedule 
Sierra Madre Is Included 


One of the most ambitious public transportation pro¬ 
grams ever undertaken Ln a single portion of Log Angeles 
County gets underway April 11 When the San Gabriel 
Valley bus expansion sys¬ 
tem goes into operation. 

“A bus will be available 
within a quarter mile of the 
homes of 90 per cent of Val¬ 
ley residents,” said Mrs. 

Adelina Gregory, Southern 
California Rapid Tran s i t 
District Board of Directors 
member representing the 
San Gabriel Valley. “In an 
area of 348 square miles, 
this represents a tremen¬ 
dous planning effort.” 

Mrs. Gregory pointed out 
that the area, lying north of 
the Pomona Freeway and 
east from Pasadena to the 
San Bernardino County line, 
was the fifth major portion 
of Los Angeles County to 
have its bus transportation 
dramatically upgraded in the 
past year. 

“The District has pre¬ 
viously Improved service in 
South Central Los Angeles, 
the San Fernando Valley 
East Los Angeles, and 
Southeast Los A n g e 1 0 .s 
County,” she said. “But even 
the largest of those areas, 
the San Fernando Valley, is 
miuch smaller in area than 
the San Gabriel Valley.” 

A total of 358 buses, 50 
more than before, will be 
traveling the streets and 


freeways of the Valley as a 
result of the new program. 
More than 50 diffe rent 
routes are involved. 

The economy and conven¬ 
ience of the new system 
were pointed out by Pete 
Schabarum, First District 
Supervisor and RTD direc¬ 
tor. 

“The basic fare of 25 (x?nts 
will take you from one end 
of the San Gabriel Valley to 
the other — Pomona to 
Pasadena,” Schabarum said. 
“In April, one transfer at 10 
cents if ncxessary will allow 
you to travel throughout 
the Valley for a total of just 
35 cents.” 

As to convenience, the 
RTD director said, “The 
new program means buses 
are available wee k d a y s 
every 20 minutes on all 
routes west of the El Monte 
Busway Terminal and in the 
Pomona area — and even 
more frequently at peak 
hours on many routes. In 
areas east of El Monte and 
west of Pomona, where pop- 
ralatlon density is low, buses 
will be available at least 
every 30 minutes during the

By a 4 to 3 idecislom the California Supreme Court 
upheld the right of Cesar Chavez’ farm workers union 
to enter private property, without the consent of the 
owners, to recruit members to that union. 

In this decision Associate Justice Mosk said, “It should 
be scarcely nece.ssary, as we enter the last quarter of 
the 20rh, cemtury to reaffirm the principle that all private 
property is held subject to the power of government to 
regulate its use for public welfare.” This statement is 
absolutely absurd. 

Private property should bo subject to limited controls 
for health, .safety or nuisance reasons, but for labor union 
forces, whioh are in themselves private interests, to 
invade private property for their own private purposes, 
even if supported by spurious court decisions and ill- 
advised legislation is far beyond the comprehension of 
the principles of the government of the United States. 

The Fifth Amendment to the United States Constitu¬ 
tion reads: “nor be deprived of life, liberty or property 
. . . nor shall private property be taken for public use, 
without just compensation. Perhaps four memlx'rs of the 
State Supreme Court need remedial reading. 

Elven the power of Imminent domain, which govern¬ 
ment possesses, may not take or use private property 
without just compensation, nor without due process of 
law. 

What Mosk really said in his decision is that indivi¬ 
dual lives and property, belong to the state, to be u.sed 
as desired by one group agalnst'another with far greater 
authority than government Itself. Even to classify a union 
■<s a public agency, and give that union even more powers 
than any public agency may exercise, is comparable to 
what the Gestapo did to Nazi Germany. 

There is a “Gentlemen’s Agreement” between various 
legislators and a considerable number of Judges to i)er 
mit the legislature to enact what they know to be law.s 
in violation of the Constitution, then use legal techni 
calities in court ca.ses to block the public from obtaining 
their basic rights as Americans. 

This is one of the principle reasons why the majority 
cf Americans have lost their confidence in the legislative called the 
oranebe-j of government as well as in the Judiciarj-. 

Watergate was a raindrop compared to this widespread 
purpose: of the real thie\’e.s of freedom.
